Q U EST IONS—^-Fvers Hie mayor doesn’t seem to know 
what to make of Bill Merrill's proposal to merge the city 
with the town of Ulster. 
(Merrill, the GOP candidate for mayor, detailed his 
merger proposal at a press conference on W ednesday). 
Surely Merrill can’t be serious, seems to be the thinking 
around city hall. After all, this is a city campaign, what’s 
the town of Ulster to do with it? 
In fact, we get the impression that Mayor Koenig is a 
bit leery of press and radio reports of that press conference. 
Maybe it lost something in translation? Koenig, questioned 
by this reporter the next day, indicated initially that he 
hadn’t had a chance to thoroughly read The Freeman arti­ 
cle but then suggested that if he had a copy of Merrill’s 
original statement he might be able to come out with some 
kind of opinion. 
The idea, in itself, has merit. Urban planners have been 
talking about the same thing for years but w e ’v e never heard 
anyone around here seriously propose such a thing for 
Kingston-Ulster. 
Merrill' claimed that he and unnamed associates have 
been working on this plan for the past four years. If so, 
there’s an awful lot of questions. 
Merrill’s proposal to drop the city’s two per cent sales 
tax, which raises almost 51.4 million a year, in favor of a 
county-wide six per cent tax (an increase of one per cent) 
has drawn the usual' response from city hall. “ Where’s he 
going to get the million and a half from ” 
Merrill’s proposal that the city make its water available 
to the new municipality doesn’t draw much response. T he 
city is already providing water for the IBM plant in Lake 
Katrine. 
Merrill's proposal for sharing of sewage facilities is met 
with scorn. “ They don’t have any storm sewers out there. 
They’re just putting in sanitary severs. We’ve got all that 
already. Who’s going to pay for theirs, city residents?'’ 
M errill’s contention that a joint merger would expand 
Kingston’s tax base is also met with the old haw-haw. For­ 
getting that Kingston is assessed on 19 56 values which is to 
say at about 40 per cent of current value, city officials all 
too quickly point out that Ulster is “ badly under assessed.” 
“ Why I know one guv out there who lives in a #i0,000 
house and I bet he doesn’t pay #*00 a year in taxes,” said 
one official. O f course, that never happens in Kingston. 
And so, until Merrill comes out with more specifics on 
his merger proposal, the word from city hall will be, of­ 
ficially “ no comment.”

There are towns which hav e been 


bu ilt in v alley s with large hills towering 


ov er them. On warm, su nny day s su ch 


heights are made for contemplation. 


As the solitary v iewer traces the 


town and its geopraphic featu res, a 


feeling of great peace can descend. 
From this distance, m an’s habitations 
and his works seem well-ordered.

Ou r national em ­ 
blem flies ov er their grav es and they 
are decorated with blooms. A rifle 
v olley rips ou t and the lonely v oice of a 
bu gle sou nds “ Taps.” 
They are remembered, we tell the 
war dead. And again we renew ou r 
promise that they will not hav e died 
in v ain and that we are doing ou r 
pu ny best to prev ent others from shar­ 
ing their fate. 
We look abou t u s and see mu ch of 
the world in tu rmoil, despite all the 
efforts of the past three decades to 
replace international strife with a ju st 
world order. Despite continu ing chal­ 
lenges and occasional setbacks, world 
leadership remains in ou r hands. Bu t 
leadership has its price, and we can 
be su re that, hav ing Su rmou nted pres­ 
ent challenges, y et others await u s ov er 
the horizon. 
On that hilltop, conflict seemed re­ 
mote. Down here, we know7 it is too 
real and immediate. The challenge is 
continu ing, and ou r response mu st be 
strength—of spirit and moral fiber as 
well as in arm s. In this fashion, mu st 
we keep faith with ou rselv es and those 
Americans we honor.

The news m ay be greeted with joy 
by those who see controlled parenthood 
as the answer to hou sing problems and 
food shortages bu t it's disconcerting to 
bu siness, 
indu stry 
and 
others 
who 
nev er for a moment hav e giv en thou ght 
to any thing bu t an ex panding birth 
rate. 
The fertility rate, according to Censu s 
Bu reau figu res, was the lowest in his­ 
tory last y ear, confirming what already 
had been anticipated—that the annu al 
growth rate had dropped another notch. 
Au thorities believ e this may be only 
a 
temporary phenomenon and that 
births m ay be on the u pswing again 
as we hit the midmark of the cu rrent 
decade. Bu t in the meantime the situ a­ 
tion produ ces a bigger problem than 
initially su rfaces. 
It’s not only cau se for concern among 
the manu factu rers and v endors of su ch 
articles as diapers, rompers, baby fu r­ 
nitu re and toy s. There’s a m atter of 
m ajor planning inv olv ed. 


Take schools for ex ample. 
Planners like to project their thinking 
fiv e and ev en 10 y ears ahead in the 
m atter of phy sical facilities for edu ca­ 
tion. And edu cation takes the biggest 
bite ou t of most mu nicipal and state 
bu dgets. It wou ld be ex trav agant to 
erect 
mu ltimillion-dollar 
stru ctu res 
that wou ld be only 5 0 per cent occu pied. 
And on the other hand it wou ld be dis­ 
astrou s to decide that ample facilities 
are on hand to accommodate the school 
popu lation for the foreseeable fu tu re 
and then see the birth rate zoom. 
There are other 
ramifications. A 
continu ed decrease cou ld throw thou ­ 
sands of factory workers ou t of jobs, 
while a su dden increase might find 
plants not geared u p for the produ ction 
demands. 


Like many other of the nation’s prob­ 
lems. there’s a good side and bad side 
to this dev elopment. If y ou ’re on the 
side of Planned Parenthood, y ou ’ll be 
happy . Bu t y ou can be su re that many 
Americans also will be prodding a 
lethargic stork and telling the old bird 
to get back in action again.

1855),

Commune 
(Kansas, 
1871) 
and 
many 
similar 
com m unities 
have 
dreamed

Certainly , no father wo uld o rder his teenaged so n, ‘‘Go 
o ut and maim y o ur little sister,” o r “ Mrs. Jo nes do wn the 
street o ffered v o u a co uple o f bucks if y o u’d go do wn and 
blo w her o arage up, with y o urself in it.” Unfo rtunately , 
a lo t *>f parents think no thing o f hav ing teenaged o r 
y o unger children o perate their po wer mo wers, the appliance 
which Ralph Nader referred to as “ The mo st dangero us 
ho useho ld pro duct in ex istence.” 
Mo st po wer mo wers are v ery difficult to use safely 
because they are no t designed v ery safely . The mo st co m­ 
mo n ty pes o f injuries include peo ple being hit by o bjects 
thro wn o ut by the mo wer o r pieces o f bro ken mo wer blades, 
ex plo sio ns caused hv impro per fueling pro cedures, and in­ 
juries to feet and hands which accidentally co me in co ntact 
with the mo wer blade. In 1R7 1, fo r instance, 1HO.OOO peo ple 
were injured hv po wer mo wers. These injuries are rarely 
scratches o r scrapes. Mo wer injuries are mo st o ften ampu­ 
tatio ns, sev ere fractures, lo ss o f ey esight, brain damage, and, 
v ery o ften, death. One do cto r who junked his po wer mo wer 
said, “ There is no such thing as a mino r mo wer accident.” 
The razo r-sharp blade o f a po wer mo wer spins like a 
electric fan, tho usands o f times a minute. An o bject struck 
by the blade is ex pelled v io m the mo wer with incredible 
speed and fo rce — 5 00 feet per seco nd. W hat that means 
is that a po wer mo wer can, and will, thro w a steel bo lt right 
thro ugh the side o f a car do o r 9 0 feet away . M ay be y o u 
do n.t hav e steel ho lts ly ing aro und y o ur lawn, but o ne 
mo wer discharged a bo bby pin with such fo rce that it 
entered die brain o f a little girl sitting in a nearby y ard. 
A wo man was killed when a piece bro ke o ff her husband's 
po wer mo wer blade, went thro ugh the aluminum screen 
do o r frame, glanced o ff the wall, and struck her. 
Since the mo wer blade spins with such speed, if a 
hand o r fo o t co ntacts the blade, it will be slashed hundreds 
o f times befo re it can he withdrawn, o r the mo wer can 
be shut o ff. A t the v ery least, this means painful, deep, 
scarring cuts Far mo re o ften it means multiple bo ne frac­ 
tures, cut muscles and tendo ns, and amputatio ns. Feet are 
mo st o ften caught in mo wers when the mo wer o perato r 
slips (o ften o n wet grass) o r pulls the mo wer hack o v er 
the fo o t One teenager left the machine running in neutral 
while he went in to get a co ld so da. He came o ut and 
walked in fro nt o f the machine just as \ibratio n caused 
the clutch to engage. The mo wer ran o v er his feet. 
A 
co mmo n mistake is to try to clear the discharge chute by 
hand while the machine is still running. The blade is far 
to o clo se and fingers are far to o fragile fo r that. It is 
estimated that 7 0 per cent o f all mo wer injuries are caused 
by direct co ntact with the whirling blade o f the machine. 
Fueling the machine impro perly , in clo sed garages, o r 
under co nditio ns where a spark fro m the machine can 
trigger an ex plo sio n has caused co untless deaths. So me 
mo wers are run by an electric co rd. Unfo rtunately , o nlv 
a v ery small percentage o f tho se o n the market o ffer 
adequate sho ck pro tectio n. They depend upo n the gro und­ 
ing o f the o utlet to pro v ide sho ck pro tectio n, but many 
ho mes do n’t hav e pro perly gro unded o utlets.

mo wer as dangero us as a gun o r a car, and no t let a y o ung 
perso n run a mo wer thev do n’t co nsider o ld emnigh to 
handle such po tentially dangero us equipment.

To the 
world at 
large he was Pope 
John XXIII. 
During a brief reign of less 
than five years 
on the papal 
throne, he m ade m ore profound 
and 
far-reaching 
contributions 
to the health of the Christian 


m ovement than 
recent history. 
Consider only a few of his 
achie\ cm enls: 
— He ended 500 years of cold 
war 
among 
Christians 
and 
created between Catholics and 
Protestants a now “ ecumenical 
spirit” 
of mutual respect and 
cooperation. 
— He 
summoned the Second 
Vatican Council and through it 
launched 
the 
most 
sweeping 
reforms of the Catholic Church 
in a thousand years. 
He won worldwide respect 
and 
affection, not only from 
Christians of every denom ina­ 
tion. but from Jews, Moslems. 
Hindus. 
Buddhists, humanists 
and Marxists. 
He restored to the papacy, 


any 
pope of through the sheer power of his 
personal goodness, a prestige it; 
had not enjoyed since the time 
of the Borgias. 
There have been widespread 
suggestions that Pope John be 
nam ed

saint.

has authority to do any time he 
sees

has taken place since John's 
death. 
While some may call him a 
poor pope, Paul VI is a good 
man. and 
he certainly would 
not stoop 
personally to with­ 
holding 
canonization

XXIII in order to protect his 
own vanity. 
But he doesn’t have to do it 


personally.

to 
listen to the voices of Curia 
courtiers who tell him that the

The Last of the 'Mary Powell* at Port Ewen 


By CAPTAIN WILLIAM O. BENSON 
For many, 
many years 
the 
“Mary Powell’* was always layed 
up for the winter in the old 
Pennsylvania Coal Company slip at 
Port Ewen. This slip is now the 
location of the Hidden Harbor 
Yacht Club. 
In the fall of 1911, the “Powell” 
was layed up as usual in her old 
Port Ewen winter berth. In May of 
1912, the Cornell tugboat “William 
S. Earl'* went in to tow her out 
and 
take her 
to 
Rondout 
to 
prepare for the summer season 
ahead. 
In moving her out around the 
apper end of the island, the 
**Mary Powell*! 
caught on the 
bottom and lay there for some 10 
hours before she could be freed. 
Then came the discovery that the 
channel was slowly filling in. The 
grounding also put a strain on her, 
causing the “Powell** to have a 
•light twist in her stern. 
That was the last time the 
••Mary Powell’* was ever layed up 
at Port Ewen. After that, until the 
end of her days on the river, she 
was always put in hibernation for 
the winter at the Sunflower Dock 
at Sleightsburgh. 
An 
interesting incident 
wa9 
related to 
me 
by John 
Maly, 
who—at the time—was a deck­ 
hand and quartermaster on the 
“Mary Powell.” John also told me 


of a bit of advice given to him by 
Captain A. Eltinge Anderson. 
It seems that one summer's 
afternoon the “Mary Powell” was 
placidly steaming up river past 
Anthony's Nose in the Hudson 
Highlands. John was at the wheel 
and Captain Anderson was in the 
pilot house and in a reflective 
moodL 
Glancing 
out 
at 
the 
river. 
Captain Anderson said, “John, a 
man's happiest days are the days 
he is courting his wife.** Apparent-, 
ly, he didn't elaborate further. 
The change in winter lay up 
berths also led to the “Mary 
Powell's** new berth on Rondout 
Creek acquiring its name of Sun­ 
flower Dock. Previous to that it 
bad been known locally as the Rat 
Dock, a singularly unappealing 
name and not particularly appro­ 
priate as a seasonal home for the 
•tjueen of the Hudson.** 
At the time, my father, Albert 
Benson, was ship*s carpenter of 
the “Mary Powell.” Captain Ande^ 
son suggested to my father that he 
plant sunflower seeds on the dock, 
a suggestion my father carried 
out. The following year when the 
sunflowers grew and blossomed, 
the name was immediately changed 
to Sunflower Dock — the name by 
which the dock is known to this 
day. 
The “Mary Powell,” • probably 
more, than any other Hudson River 


steamboat, created a strong bond 
of affection for herself among both 
her passengers and crew mem­ 
bers. I particularly remember the 
strong affection my father had for 
the “Powell” even when they were 
breaking her up at South Rondout 
in 1922. 
I was a boy at the time and 
sometimes on a summer's Sunday 
in 1922 1 would take our row boat 
and row my father up Rondout 
Creek to Fisher's ice house to get 
a cake of ice to take home and- 
make ice cream. Before we got tho 
ice, my father would always want 
to row over alongside the “Powell.” 
I remember how he 
would 
point out some of the work he had 
done on her in years past under 
her guards — like braces and 
large wooden knees ho had placed 
there as long ago as 1912 or 1913. 
1 knew he felt sad to see them 
being torn out, as I could sea 
tears in his eyes. To him, like 
many others, the “Mary Powell” 
was more than a steamboat. Ho 
thought of her almost as a person. 
Many a boatman feels 
sad 
when he sees a steamboat or 
tugboat he knew in another day, 
when she was being used to carry 
passengers or for some useful 
commercial purpose, and now is in 
the discard. It makes him think 
how she departed; is forever gone, 
never to return to the old river 
she served so well. 


In the process of being broken up along the south shore 
of Rondout Creek at Connelly, the stern portion of the 
“Mary Powell” was almost down to the keel by the 
early 1920’s as the demolition and dismantling went on. 
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The Clearwater, with sails lowered, is pictured on one of her annual 
visits to Kingston. 


Sinco it first burst on tho scene, the annual 
Hudson Valley Folk Picnic has been the biggest 
hootenanny of them all.

Cooper, formerly with Blood. Sweat and Tears, 
who'll bring along his band.

In keeping with the Clearwater’s anti-pollution 
drive, some pic nickers plan to avoid pollution and 
travel by train—since the Glenwood station on tho 
Penn Central HR is just three blocks south of tho 
marina. Admission to the Sloop Picnic is $3 for 
adults and $1.50 for children. In case of heavy 
rain, tho folkfust will bo held Sunday, Juno 17. 


With sails aloft and billowed by the wind, the 
Clearwater is the most attractive sight on the Hudson 
River.

and people, and appreciation for 
all life and for nature’s gifts. 


Mole’s hero is a man to remem­ 
ber. He is Gosimo di Montebello 
(morn 
often 
called 
Polpetto 
or 
Polpe), orphaned at home in Apu­ 
lia; recruited for the labor gangs in 
America; herded across tho ocean' 
like an animal in the ship’s hold; 
sharing a rat-hole, vermin-infested 
room with 10 men; working on the 
railroad gangs, knowing he is no 
better than a slave when “ the very 
• straw' (battered” on winter nights 
as he yearned for sleep. 
In Rochester, a ditch digger (“It 
Is like digging one's grave every 
day,” says one of his friends who 
•had never done a 
day's work); 
living in two rooms, hut — to him 
— a long step up from living like 
Cattle in the cattle cars on tho 
railroad gang. 
* 
• But, in the midst of this poverty,*, 
there is a nostalgic richness. For 
•those were the days when a grand 


festa for a patron saint, with a 
Mass, a procession, and a picnic' 
with kegs of beer and fireworks at 
night was the zenith of pleasure. 
W hen 
chick-peas 
and 
greens 
anointed with a few drops of olive 
oil made for a substantial evening 
meal. When beer was a nickel and 
saloons had wooden fans overhead, 
brass cuspidors on the floor, and 
nickelodeons. When jars of leeches 
stood in pharm acy windows and 
milkwagons were met each morn­ 
ing on the way to work. .

“Polpetto" has vasi appeal for 
any reader; will be enjoyed by

hero is every poor laborer — Irish, 
Black, Jewish, German, WASP — 
who has yearned for better things;

The ’National Shakespeare Company at the 
Woodstock Playhouse is presenting a delightful and 
lively version of “A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
that paradigm of fairy plays and of Elizabethan 
comedy. 
To make manners and mores of Elizabethan 
revelers, originally derived from fabled Athenian 
nobility and grafted on medieval knights and 
ladies, palatable to young audiences in tho year of 
tho Watergate takes some doing. 
Fathers no longer marry off their daughters — 
or do AWAY with them, any more than lovers may 
do WITH them as they please. 
Gone are tho days when a woman- could 
declare demurely: 
“We cannot fight for lovo, as men may do, 
We should be woo’d, and are not made to 
woo.” 
And our dreams and fantasies — whether they 
occur during midsummer night reveries or polluted 
winter 
morns 
— 
are 
more 
complicated and 
certainly less innocent than tho impish transforma­ 
tions that transport Shakespeare’s heroes and 
heroines. 
Fortunately he added a more earthy crew to 
this idle cast of received-from-tradition characters; 
a company of lusty buffoons, who — with their 
playlet within the play — liven up the proceedings 
to the point of tinging the centuries. Their good- 
natured clowning and bodily play is timeless fun. 
This is indeed a physical production through­ 
out. Broad, brassy and bouncy, William Francisco’s 
direction takes full advantage of the acrobatip 
talents of his attractive and articulate cast. They are 
uniformly good and obviously well attuned to one' 
another. 
1 recommend this version of the “Dream” to all 
ege groups, including children — especially fun and 
games loving children. 


That “reason and love keep little company together” will be demon­ 
strated at Woodstock Playhouse. Helping to prove Shakespeare’s way 
with comedy are Charles Davis as Oberon and Jere O’Donnell as 
Puck in “A Midsummer Night’s Dream.”

Baseball season is here. Many 
children play just for fun on va­ 
cant lots or fields. Others play 
for fun, but on organized teams. 
• Many cities have leagues or 
groups of teams for three age 
groups; 9 to 12,13 to 15, and 15 
to 17. Some towns have teams 
for younger children. 
Many of the teams for players 
12 and under are members of a na­ 
tionwide organization called the 
Little League. It was first or­ 
ganized in 1939 and has its head­ 
quarters in Williamsport, Penn­ 
sylvania. A Little League World 
Series is held there every year. 
Other teams are members of 
local and state groups. Although 
many people call them Little 
League teams, they are not 
members of the national Little 
League organization. 


The Defensive Players 
The pitcher tries to throw the 
ball so the players will strike out.

The Offensive Players 
Batters bat in a special order 
decided by the coaches before the 
game.
